Invading Fleet Due To 
Attempt Landing Today 
In Army-Navy War Games 


MONTEREY, (rp -- An invading 
force believed to number 60 or more } 
naval vessels, and transport bear- | 
ing 7800 men, was nearing the shore | 
of central California early today, 
preparing to launch a furious sales 
sault on defensive outposts and! 
strategic military objectives. 

The defensive scouting planes late 
yesterday spotted the invading force 
about 400 miles west and slightly 
north of Monterey, steaming at 14 
knots toward the California coast. | 
At this speed it was believed an at- 
tack would come shortly after noon 
today. 

Close to 15,000 troops, aided by 
some 30,000 sailors, are engaged in 
the most comprehensive war games 
ever held in the United States. True 
to army and navy tradition which 
coins words from alphabetical ar- 
rangements, this is “Jane’s” war, or 
the joint army-navy exercises. 

The Black invading force already 
has guined foothold on the Cali-! 
fornia coast at Laguna Del Rey, 
two miles east of Monterey. It was 
a “paper” victory, for no troops were 
involved in the landing.
